NEXT  YEAR’S  freshmen  and 
new  students  will  probably  face 
their  first  test  at  Brigham 
Young  University  sometime  this 
summer,  when  an  admissions  of- 
ficial combs  their  applications. 

And  the  test  will  be  rougher 
than  ever  before  if  a planned 
stricter  admissions  policy  can  be 
drawn  up  and  put  into  operation 
by  then. 

University  administrators  have 
just  been  handed  a study  of 
BYU’s  admissions  and  rejections 
record,  and  plan  to  work  on  a 
new  policy  over  the  summer. 

PRESIDENT  Ernest  L.  Wilk- 
inson announced  his  intentions 
to  raise  entrance  requirements 
early  this  quarter  before  an  as- 
sembly at  which  bishops  and 
stake  presidents  were  invited 
guests. 

This  move  is  a practical  means 
of  partially  controlling  the  ever- 
expanding  university  enrollment 
and  also  of  answering  charges 
hurled  lately  at  American  edu- 
cation that  mediocre  students 
are  handicapping  bright  students 
by  forcing  down  the  standards. 

AS  A MATTER  of  interest, 
we  note  from  unofficial  but  ac- 
knowledged figures  that  BYU 
this  year  rejected  34  applicants 
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out  of  about  3,300,  or  about  1.3 
per  cent. 

During  the  same  period  Uni- 
versity of  Utah  officials  reject® 
128,  or  five  per  cent  of  the  some 
2,800  who  applied,  and  they  feel 
that  was  too  few.  If  their  new 
requirements  proposed  for  next 
fall  had  been  in  effect  this  yeatf 
U of  U would  have  turned  dowij 
228,  or  about  10  per  cent. 

THE  BYU  drop  out  rate,  es- 
pecially in  some  profession® 
fields,  is  one  reason  for  strict® 
admission  screening.  At  present, 
half  the  engineers  and  a conw 
parable  number  of  student  nur- 
ses are  dropping  out  of  thei#  j 
majors  or  out  of  school  because 
they  can’t  cut  the  difficult  upf 
per  division  work. 

Some  guesti-mates  close  to 
the  subject  have  placed  BYUW 
quarterly  drop-out  as  high  as 
1,200.  A check  of  this  year’s  enf 
rollment  figures,  considering  thS 
number  of  students  replaced  by 
new  admissions,  would  indicajH 
that  figure  about  right  for  ove® 
the-summer  drop-outs  not  coun® 
ing  graduates.  We  come  up  witli 
something  near  4-500  for  winter' 
quarter  and  about  900  for  spring? 
quarter. 

THERE  ARE  several  reason® 
students  drop  out  of  BYU  in 
particular.  Missions  account  for 
many,  marriage  is  an  importan® 
factor,  and  attending  BYU  has 
long  been  thought  of  as  an  ex# 
perience  to  work  for,  even  if 
only  for  one  quarter  or  a years 

Certainly  those  who  will  ana 
swer  mission  calls,  or  marry®  j 
those  here  for  the  social  life|F  j 
or  those  who  can  afford  to  com®’  I 
only  one  quarter  would  not  be 
indicated  by  entrance  examinal 
tions  or  requirements  base®, 
strictly  on  academic  abilities.  M 

AND  THESE  not-infallibll 
tests  and  transcripts  cut  out 
students  whose  interest  and  am*  [ 
bition  would  assure  them  col- 
lege success. 

But  there’s  a limit  too,  to  how 
far  BYU  could  move  towards  ac- 
cepting or  rejecting  students  on 
their  intentions  concerning  aca- 
demic versus  social  interests  and 
tenure  of  stay. 

The  new  policy  probably  will 
include  changes  in  both  aeademi- 
ic  and  interest  requirements.  ■
